FIRED VOLLEYS FROM AMBUSH. 


Not Many Casualties on Onur Side. 
‘pesultory Firing Through the 
Day—Heat in the Philippines In- 
tense—Giving Protection. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TDMES.] 
NEW YORK, March 7.—[(Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Sun’s Manila cable, 
dated March 7, 8:50 a.m., says that 


| detachmente from the Twentieth 
regular infantry and the First Ne- 


braska and First Wyoming regi- 
ments, with four guns of the Utah 
Light Artillery, advanced this 
morning on the Filipinos, south of 
the waterworks. 

The Twentieth Infantry and the 
Nebraskans flanked their 
‘while. a battalion Wyoming 
troops attacked them in front. 

The enemy: were in strong force, 
but after two hours’ fighting they 
deserted their trenches and re- 
treated to the Pasig River. Capt. 
John O’Brien and Private Joseph 
Sparks of the Wyoming battalion 
and Private John Curran of -the 
Twentieth Infantry were wounded. 
The weather was extremely hot 


and several of the regulars were 


prostrated. 

The natives resumed their desul- 
tory firing in the afternoon on Gen. 
Wheaton’s and Gen. Hale’s brigades. 
Our infantry and artillery replied 
and soon drove the enemy from 
their positions. 

Gen. Hale subsequently sent out 


a strong. reconnoitering party, 


| which examined the jungle for five 


hundred yards beyond our lines. 
No live Filipinos were seen, but the 
bodies of many dead rebels were 
found where they had fallen in the 
undergrowth. It is estimated by 
Hale that two hundred and 
fifty of the enemy were killed. The 
village of Laguig has been burned 
by the Americans. 

Another example of the treachery 
of the natives was given today. 
Flags ,of truce were displayed by 
the enemy in front of Gen. Oven- 
shine’s brigades. Lieut. Kohler and 
weveral men were detailed to ad- 
vance and learn what the Filipinos 
desired. The lHeutenant and his 
men had gone about five hundred 
yards beyond our lines when it was 
discovered that the -bearers were 
armed and that a number of natives 
were concealed in the bushes with 
the undoubted intention of mas- 
sacreing the Americans who _ re- 
plied to the flag» of truee. 

As soon as the danger of their 
situation revealed, Lieut. 
Koehler and his men started to re- 
turn to the American Lines. They 
had no sooner turned than _ the 
enemy in ambush opened fire on 
them, but fortunately none of our 
men were hurt. Later the Ameri- 
cans again attacked the rebels and 
drove them across the river, but 
they returned as soon as our men 
retired from the chase, 

While the Nebraskans were _ re- 
tarning to their former position in 
the afternoon the rebels opened fire 
on them from places of conceal- 
ment and ;killed Private Roscoe 
Young and G. Walker. Capt. CC. H. 
Ough was wounded. The engage- 
ment was then reopened and dur- 
ing the fighting Maj. Bell was 
slightly wounded. |

BLOOD MAY BE SHED. 


Alaskan Miners Will Resist Any 
Canadian Encroachment. 
(BY DIRECL WIRE TO THE TDYES.1 

WASHINGTON, March {.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.}]. Gov. Brady of Alaska 
said tonight that any attempt on the 
part of the Canadians to acquire juris- 
diction over any more territory now in 
dispute between the United States and 
Canada would be met with armed re- . 
sistance and bloodshed would likely 
follow. It is this territory respecting 
which negotiations recently were con- 
ducted by the joint high commission. 
The Canadian police already are pa- 
trolling portions of the land inyolved 
in’ the boundary controversy, and 
American miners in Alaska propose re- 
sisting what they regard further ag- 
gression. 

Gov. Brady, who has been in Wash- 
ington some time, left for New York 
tonight, whence he will proceed to 
Alaska by easy stages. Having as- 
serted that forcible resistance would be 
made to any further encroachments on 
the part of the Canadians, he said the 
American miners aré now so resentful 
and bitter that only conservative ac- 
tion by the Canadians could obviate a 
clash. 

The Governor did not wish to be un- 
derstood as favoring a resort to arms, 
or forcible resistance, even in an ex- 
tweme contingency. He simply was 
voicing the sentiment of the American 
miners as~ he understood it. Gov. 
Brady was referring especially to the 
territory. known as the New Porcupine 
region, where there is a settlement -of 
3000 persons. The objectionable fea- 
ture of the authority exercised by the 
Canadians is a tribute of 25 per cent.

PLANS FOR BATTLESHIPS. 


Equal to Any That Float, and the 
Largest in the Service. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 
WASHINGTON, March 7.—The plans 
for three big battleships authorized by 
the Naval Appropriation Bill just 
passed are being worked out. The gen- 
eral features of the ships. have been 
defined subject to the approval of the 
Secretary. The battleships will be a 
thousand tons larger than the Maine 
and Missouri class, of a total displace- 
ment of 13,000 tons, making them by 
far’ the largest ships in the American 
navy, and about equal in dimensions 
to the best type of battleships now be- 
ing constructed abroad, under the new 
practice. Though larger than the 
Maine, the ships will be laid on al- 
most the same lines, being only a lit- 
tle greater in every direction. They 
will carry -each four 12-inch guns in 
turrets. This caliber is an inch less 
than the guns carried by the Oregon, 
but’ by improved design they will be 
almost equal in penetrative power. 


The 8-inch guns of the Oregon type, 


although they did very effective work 
at Santiago and Manila, have been 
abandoned. 

Instead of eight 8-inch guns the new 
ships will have no less than sixteen 
guns of 6-inch caliber, all rapid firers 
and twenty-six pounders. This battery 
represents the ideal proposition be- 
tween guns, taught by the experience 
of our own fleet during the Spanish 
war and of the Chinese and Japanese 
vessels during their late war. The 
speed of the ships will be 18 Knots, an 
advance of two knots over the Ore- 
gon class, but just equal to that of the 
new Maine. For protection against 
the shot, the battleships. will 
have but one belt of armor seven 
feet six inches broad, running clear 
around the water line. three feet. six 


inches above and four feet below. It

AUSTIN BIDWELL DEAD. 


Man With a History Passed Away 
at Batte Last Evening.

By means of forged se- 
curities in 1873, they got $5,000,000 from 
the Bank of England, after victimizing 
other banks in Europe by means of 
forged letters of credit. Their idea 
was to get fifty million and then com- 
promise with the bank. fn the big game 
they failed and fled. George Bidweil 
was caught in France and Austin in 
Cuba. They were given life sentences 
with their two confederates. After 
twenty years they were released.

There is a large fleet of schooners in 
Hampton Roads which cannot put to 
sea. Many regular liners due this 
morning have not been reported.

England’s Explanation of 
French Muscat Incident. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


LONDON, March 7.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] The Parliamentary Secretary 
of the Foreign Office, Sir William St. 
John Broderick, arbitrating a question 
put by Sir Charles Dilke, Radical, in 
the House of Commons today, gave a 
different complexion to the Muscat in- 
cident than the version which the 
French Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
M. Del Casse, furnished to the Cham- 
ber of Deputies yesterday. Mr. Brod- 
erick said that by the original conces- 
sion, secretly obtained in March, 1898, 
France secured land upon which she 
would have been at liberty to hoist 
her flag and build fortifications. Im- 
mediately after the proceedings be- 
came known Great Britain declared 
them to be contrary to the treaty of 
1862, and the Sultan was requested to 
cancel the lease, which was done. The 
Under-Secretary added: ‘“‘We have not 
expressed disapproval of the British 
agent, who acted under instructions, 
and Lord Salisbury informed the 
French Ambassador on several occa- 
sions that he considered the British 
contentiog absolutely right, and that 
it was impossible to recede therefrom. 

“We hold that the action of the 


bardment of Muscat was absolutely 
right. By the convention of 1866 there 
is nothing to prohibit France from 
having a coal store at Muscat, pro- 
vided there is no concession of terri- 
tory, and it is understood that France 
will avail herself of this power, sub- 
ject to these limitations.” 


THE FRENCH SIDE. 


PARIS, March 7.--[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] In the Chamber of Deputies yes- 
terday the Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, M. Del Casse, answering a ques- 
tion on the subject of the Muscat in- 
cident. declared the facts were that 
the British resident summoned the 
Sultan to withdraw a concession to 
France of a coal depot on a creek near 
Muscat. The Sultan thereupon asked 
France, to return the deed of the con- 
cession and France refused. The Sul- 
tan then cancelled the concession. 
Great Britain. however, quickly ad- 
mitted France's right to the coal depot 
and expressed dee) regret at the in- 
cident. France thus obtained prompt 
and complete satisfaction and the in- 
cident was considered closed.

Organization Details not Yet Com- 
plete — Substantial Financial 
Backing—Steel Prices Go _ Up. 
Advanee in Wages in Salem. |

[A. EARLY MORNING REPORT. } 

NEW YORK, March 7.~The Trib- 

une says that the formation of the 
American Woolen Company with a cap- 
ital stock of about $50,000,000 for the 
avowed purpose of controlling or regu- 
lating the manufacture of woolens in 
this country, has interested the mer- 
chants of the dry-goods district of 
this city, and set them talking about 
combination of mills. Sev- 
eral of them said that the reports 
indicated. that most of the large com- 
panies engaged in the manufacture of 
woolens were taking stock in the new 
company, and the smaller manufac- 
turers ‘probably would be compelled 
to join in the movement for their own 
protection, because the new company 
would be able to make the price for 
domestic woolens. The companies. 
which united last Thursday to organ- 
ize the American Woolen Company own 
about 5000 of the 75,000 woolen looms 
in this country, but their relations with 
other companies were suclf as to make 
them sure that the combination would 
have general support in the trade. 
- No immediate advance in the price 
of woolens may be expected on account 
of the formation of the new company, 
the New York merchants say, because 
there is yet an enormous stock of im- 
ported woolens on the American mar- 
ket. The rush to take advantage of 
the low duties on imported woolens be- 
fore the Dingley tariff law went into 
effect was so great that the market 
was largely overstocked, while the 
American mills continued to manufac- 
ture woolens in excess of the demand. 
The result has been to make the price 
‘of woolens in the American market ex- 
tremely low. Clothing of the best ma- 
terial has never been cheaper in this 
country than at the present time, To 
limit the manufacture of domestic wool- 
ens so that it shall not exceed the 
demands of the market, is declared to 
be the main purpose of the new com- 
bination of capital, and that will mean 
the running of some of the mills on 
half time and less pay for many thou- 
sands, of operatives. 

The details of the organization have 
not’ been completed yet, and those 
interested in the combination in this 
city said that it had not been decided 
in what State the new company was 
to be incorporated. Frederick Ayer 
of Lowell, Mass., who is the chief owner 


will be the president of the company, 
and William M. Wood, treasurer, who 
is treasurer of the Washington Mills 
Company. -J. C. Woodhull probably 
will be the selling agent, and the com- 
pany probably will sell all the goods 
from the mills it controls direct and 
not through the commission houses. 
It is said that the Guaranty Trust 
Company in the Mutual Life building, 
is underwriting the proposed consolida- 
tion, and that Kidder, Peabody & Co., 
the Boston bankers, are also interested 
in financing the new companyy.

are essential to their operations. He in- 
sists that when -a franchise is con- 
veyed to a foreign corporation like the 
Santa Fé, 
to revise or revoke the franchise, for 
the State cannot exercise jurisdiction 
over foreign corporations. 

Only limitations upon transfers and 
overations of ‘franchises ‘under this 
bill are that transfers must be made 
within three years; that a.contract or 
agreement must be recorded in the 
counties through which the roads pass; 
that the grantor shall hot be relieved 
of liability incurred.in the_operation of 
euch franchises and the Hmitations in 
regard to rates and fares. As to the 
grantor not being relieved of liability, 
the question arises as to whether this 
would pass with the grant. In fact, 
the litigation that might ersue is one 
of the great. problems under the Dill. 
Caminetti proposes to allow the sale 
of property and capital stock, but not 
of franchises, though competing roads 
can’t be purchased. _ 

He will also amend the bill by strik- 
ing out the provisions in regard to 


prevent any juggling with rates and 
fares. But the most important amend- 
ment which he will advocate will be 
that of retaining for the State the 
power to revise or revoke franchises. 
The best authorities are being con- 
sulted in regard to the effect of these 
railroad bills, and while no attack is

Acquisitions Only by Fortunes of 
War—Minister Fan Finds Italy 
Has No Commerce in the ~* 
Oriental Section. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON, March 7.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] For the first time in his- 
tory the United States has been recog- 
nized officially as a factor in the affairs 
of the Far East, for, in spite of denials, 
it is known. that the great powers of 
Europe have made diplomatic repre- 
sentations to this government respect- 
ing the future of China. 

One of the most important specific 
facts is that Secretary of State Hay has 
received, through the Ambassadors, 
communications. relating to the inten- 
tions of Italy. In administration cir- 
cles it is denied. emphatically that the 
United States is interested in the dis- 
memberment of China and it is in- 
sisted that this government will retain 
the attitude of a mere spectator in 
those impounding territorial acquisitions 
of powers. 

As against these representations from 


Washington official sources, it is argued 


by some of the diplomats here that the 
President’s unformed policy respecting 
the future of the Philippines gives 
credence to rumors from London that 
the moral support of the United States 
will be extended to England in the Far 
East. This argument does not go to 
the extent of predicting that the 
United States will be prepared to profit 
personally by the distribution of Chi- 
nese territory, although it is pointed out 
that when foreign acquisitions were 
thrust- upon this government by the

UNCLE SAM’S HANDS CLEAR.

China’s Coast Line. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, March 7.—The Chi- 
nese Minister, Wu Ting Fan, expresses 
himself as highly . gratified at the 
definite determination of the United 
States to keep hands off China and to 
resist the intimations of other powers 
that the time is ripe for this country 
to take for itself a part of the coast 
line of China, as made known by an 
authorized statement given out yes- 


terday. : 
“IT am sure the Chinese government 
and people will not fail to observe this 
strong evidence of good will,” said Mr. 
Wu today. “It is not only another 
bond between the two countries, but it 
has a special significance just now. 
While the Old-World powers seem 
moved by rapacity, the United States 
takes that lofty position of equity, jus- 
tice and humanity which has charac- 
terized her dealings with other inter- 
national questions of late, and instead 
of joining in the encroachments on 
China, assumes an attitude of strict 
neutrality.” | 
The Minister had a long conference 
yesterday with Secretary Hay as to 
the situation in China. While he will 
not discuss the conference, he un- 
way 
what was made knewn to the _ public 
later in the day, and communicated 
the information to Peking. It is ex- 
pected that the position of the United 
States in refusing to seize any terri- 
tory will have an important influence 
on affairs in China, strengthening the 
hands of those in authority. 
Speaking of Italy’s action in seeking 
an “open door’ on the Chinese coast, 
by the acquisition of San Mun Bay, 
Mr. Wu says he was much surprised 
at this move, as Italy has practically 
no trade with China. He said he had 
never seen more than two or -three 
Italians in China; there are no Italian 
commercial houses that he recalls, and 


_[.no Italian colonies. 


tinder such circumstances, the Min- 
ister is inclined to believe, Italy would 
not have acted unless some oP the other 
powers had been sounded. What China 
will do as to accepting, or rejecting the 
Italian claims, Mr. Wu-has not been 
advised officially. He says, however, 
that the reports that the Tsung Li Ya- 
men has returned the Italian request 
should not be construed to mean that 
any summary course has been adopted. 
All this information indicates that the 
return of the request was in no of- 
fensive spirit, but was merely to ex- 
plain the difficulties of complying with 
such request. 
~Mr: Wu_-points out that China contin- 
ues to have a great stretch of crast, 
with a number of large ports, includ- 
ing Canton and some ¢wenty-five 
treaty ports, through which the com- 
merce of the world can flow uninter- 
ruptedly. \ 

The Russian port at Port Arthur and 
that of the British at Wel Hai Wei are 
more particularly naval and military 
posts. Kiao Chou, the German port, 
is better adapted for commerce, as well 
as naval uses, although Mr. Wu says 
his understanding is that the “open- 
door” policy is to be maintained by 
the Germans at Kiao Chou, so that 
all countries will share alike in its ad- 
vantages. In any event, he says the 
free entry of goods would relate only 
to Kiao Chou and its Hinterland, and 
that when these goods passed into 
China, the Chinese customs would 
levied. 

The recent visit of Admiral Lord 
Beresford afforded an opportunity for 
exchange of views between him and 
Count Cassini, the Russian Ambassa-.. 
dor, and Mr. Wu, all of whom are in- 
timately familiar with the large ques- 
tions engrossing China. Lord Beresford 
had conferred with officials of the 
Tsung Li Yamen, and with the viceroys 
and leaders. The result of all this 
study of the Chinese question was 
summed up in the belief, openly an- 
nounced, that Great Britain, Germany 
and the United States and Japan have 
the bulk of commerce in China, and 
should unite in protecting these inter- 
ests by insuring to China a stable gov- 
ernment free from constant harass- 
ment. Mr. Wu does not commit himself 
on the wisdom of Lord Beresford’s 
plan of solving the Chinese problem, 
but he is inclined to believe that His 
Lordship’s mission, which thus far is 
unofficial, and in behalf of the cham-

“The commissioners will endeavor, 
without interference with the military 
authorities of the United States, now 
in control of the’ Philippines, to ascer- 
tain what amelioration in the condi- 
tion of the inhabitants and - what 
improvements in public order may | 
be practicable, and for this purpose 
they will study attentively the exist- 
ing social and political state of the 
various populations, particularly as re- 
gards the forms of local government, 
the administration of justice, the col- 
lection of customs and other taxes, the 
means of transportation and the needs 
of public improvements. They will re- 
port, through the State Department, ac- . 
cording to the forms customary or 
hereafter prescribed for, transmitting 
and preserving such communications, 
the results of their observations and 
reflections and will recomend such ex- 
excutive action as may from time to 
time seem to them wise and useful. 

“The commissioners are hereby au- 
thorized to confer authoritatively with 
any persons’ resident in the islands 
from whom they may believe them- 
selves able to derive information or 
suggestions valuable for the purposes 
of their commission, or whom they 
‘may choose to employ as agents as 
‘may be necessary for this purpose. The 
temporary government of the islands 
is intrusted to the military authorities 
and will continue until ongress shall 
determine otherwise. The commis- 
sioly may render valuable services by 
examining with special care the legis- 
lative needs of the various groups of 
inhabitants, and by reporting with rec- 
ommendations the measures which 
should be instituted for the mainte- 
nance of order, peace, and public wel- 
fare, either as temporay steps to be 
taken immediately for the perfection 
of the present administration, or as 
suggestions for future legislation. 

Insofar as immediate ersonal 
changes in the civil administration 
may seem to be advisable the commis- 
sioners are empowered to recommend 
Suitable persons for appointments to 
these offices from among the inhabi- 
tants of the islands who have pre- 
viously acknowledged their- allegiance 
to this government. It is my desire 
that in all their relations with the in- 
habitants of the islands, the commis- 
Sioners exercise due respect for all the 
ideals, customs and institutions of the 
tribes and races which compose the 
population, emphasizing upon all occa- 
sions the just and beneficent inten- 
ear of the government of the United 

ates.”’

[A. EARLY MORNING REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, March 7.—A dispatch 
to the Herald from Havana says that 
Inspector-General Roloff estimates the 
total number in the Cuban army at 
50,000, of which 25,000 are officers cor 
officials holding commissions and en- 
titled to officers’ pay. The Cubans 
themselves express astonishment 
the proportion, although admitting that 
they would not be surprised if it was 
one to three. 

Gen.. Brooke will appoint a commit- 
tee to deal with the question raised 
by the Planters’ and Farmers’ <Asso- 
ciation, who submitted a petition-te.

While the proposition seems to be 
favored by the majority of the plant- 
ers the representatives of the cred- 
itors of the sugar estates bitterly op- 
pose it, and are working hard to pre- 
vent its being put in operation. 

While Abner McKinley denies that. 
his visit to Cuba is more than «a mere 
pleasure trip, there “appears to be lit- 
tle doubt he has a two-fold mission, 
political business. Officials here- 
say he has private instructions from 
the President to investigate the situa- 
tion, sound the sentiments of busi- 
ness men and thoroughly gauge. the 
Cuban feeling toward the Amevcican 
administration. He wiil look after the 
interests of an express company, with 
which he is connected, while there, and 
a railway enterprise will have his at- 
tention. However, at present, he is 
devoting no attention to business, and 
since his arrival his visits have—been 
purely social and personal in --harac- 
ter. He and his party were eonducted 
by Gen. Humphreys to Mariel in a 
government tug. Later he called on 
Gen. Ludlow, and had a long con/yer- 
ence.

ARIZONIANS STAMP OUT SMALLPOX 
WITH FIRE... 


A Copper-lined Canyon—The Flor- 
zona News in General, 


TUCSON (Ariz.,) March 6.—[Regular_ Cor- 
respondence.] This ancient, yet progressive, 
pueblo is rejoicing at the present writing in 
a brand-new postal delivery, with two letter 
carriers and with a dozen or so of red iron 
boxes thrown in. ~The service, ordered many 
‘months ago, was installed March 1, and has 
placed Tucson on a leyel with Phoenix in the 
way of postal facilities. Saler Smithson and 
Richard E. Kelley have been appointed car- 
riers, and G. E. Lopez substitute. Postmas- 
ter G. W. Cheyney found little difficulty in. 
inaugurating the change, and it is already a 
decided convenience to all classes, as well as 
a relief to the delivery-window clerks. 

It has been estimated that $250,000 has been 
spent in Tucson in building improvements 
during the twelve months ended March 3, 
and the building trade is still active, with 
local conditions favorable for even a. better 
record this year. The standpipe for the new 
waterworks has been shipped from the east- 
ern factory, and the water ‘system will soon 
be in operation. The Odd Fellows’ building, 
which was to have been completed at once, 
has been delayed in constru-*%on, owing to 
the large amounts necessary, paid out by 
the local lodge for sick benefits, in connec- 
tion with injuries incurred by members mixed 
up in a late railway wreck. 
Groff of the New Orndorff Hotel will soon 
start the work of adding sixty rooms, by ad- 
ditions to several parts of the present struc- 
ture. 

In a mining way, the most important deal 
of a fortnight was the payment of the bal- 


“ance of thé purchase price on a bond taken 


on the Helvetia copper group of twenty-seven 
claims in the Santa Rita Mountains, thirty 
miies south of Tucson. J. B. Seager, under- 
stood to represent heavy stockholders in the 
Calumet-Hecla properties in Michigan, bonded 
the Helvetia sixty days ago, the balance of 
the bond, $45,000, to run for a year. The pur- 
chasers were quickly convinced of the value 
of their holdings. A large amount of copper 
ore of high grade is on the dumps, taken out 
by the former owners.

HERSCHEL TAKEN HOME. 


Honors by Sailors as Casket is Car- 
ried to the Talbot. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
NEW YORK, March 7.—The body of. 
Lord Herschel. accompanied by C. W. 
Cartwright, Secretary to the Canadian 
Commission, and H. Williamson, pri- 
vate secretary, arrived in Jersey City 
this morning at about 7 o'clock from 
Washington. The British cruiser Tal- 
bot, ordered here .from Bermuda to 
carry home the body, was anchored off 
Bedloe Island prepared to receive it. 
Lord Herschel’s bedy was received 
at the Jersey City station by Commo- 
dore John Philip, Lieut. Lane,- Lieut. 
Gommander Kelley and an escort of 
fifty marines from the Brooklyn navy 
yard. When the special train arrived 
twenty-five British sailors, wearing 
straw hats and thin blouses, avere 

drawn up on the station -plaform. 

A heavy mahogany box marked, 
“Farrer, Baron Herschel, Liverpoo!, 
England,” ‘containing the coffin, was 
placed on a baggage truck and cov- 
ered with a large British flag. The 
U. S. marines, as the body was wheeled 
past, presented arms and the drummer 
sounded four ruffles, the highest honor. 
At the station entrance the procession 
awwas formed, with the marines in the 
lead and the drum was sounded as it 
moved off toward the pier. The casket 
was carried by eight British sailors: 
then came the party of officials and 
last the remaining sailors. 

At the tug Narketa Commodore 
Philip and the other American offi- 
cials took their leave. The marines, 


with Lieut. Lane in command, accom- 
panied the remains down the hay to 
the Talbot. 

Capt. Gamble, in-command of the 
Talbot, said that the eruiser would 
sail soon, and make the best possible 
time home.

Lieut. A. W. pradbesy, of Brig.-Gen. 
Otis’s Staff. 

Lieut. A..W. Bradbury, late aide-de- 
camp to Brig.-Gen. Harrison Gray Otis, 
reached his home in this city yesterday, 
and is now located at No. 303 South 
Hild street. Lieut. Bradbury was a4 
member of Co. A, Seventh California, 
and was appointed on the staff of Gen. 
Otis at the Presidio in San Francisco, 
thus having an opportunity to go to 
Manila. When the order was issued to

nila, in which ‘the Spanish and Ameri- 
can forces contended, and to have left 
the city three days too soon to pattici- 
pate in the fight with the Filipinos. He 
knew nothing of the latter contest un- 
til he reached Japan, though the fight 
had long been anticipated and he had 
considered it sure to come soon. 

After spending an enjoyable week in 
Japan, while the transport City of 
Pueblo was coaling, he experienced a 
rough trip across the ocean. The vessel 
encountered two very severe gales, tne 
trip taking thirty-two days from Ma- 
nila. 

During his stay in. Manila, Lieut. 
Bradbury was occupied a great portion

OUR DUTY IN THE PHILIPPINES. 
_.The duty which the government of 
the United States is required to per- 
form in the Philippine Islands is be- 
coming clearer clearer every 
day. And the President is going 
about’this duty in a methodical, busi- 
nesslike way which gives. assurance 


the carpings of pettv would-be critices, 
and the efforts of small-souled poli- 
ticians und demagogues to thwart his 
purposes and to east odium upon his 


Plans and methods. The. campaign. 
_ of the small-bores against the ad- 
ministration is destined. to certain 
 ignominious disaster, The 


President will triumph over his de- 
tractors, because his policies, plans¢ 
and methods are on the side of right, 


sentiment in the. United States. 
Our first duty in the 
unquestionably, is to put down the 
Aguinaldo insurrection. There is no 
valid excuse for this uprising against 
the authority of the United . States. 
Until it has been suppressed, and 
the authority of our government 
recognized as supreme’ throughout 
the islands, it will be idle to attempt 
the -establishment--of-a stable. —gov- 
ernment. The President has - now, 
practically, a free hand in the. Phil- 
ippines. There are some 41,000 
Americans either in the islands or 
en route there. Our forces are well 
equipped with arms, ammunition, and 
necessary supplies. It is plainly the 
President's duty—and there need be 
no fear that he will shirk this or any 
duty—to make the campaign against 
the rebels as short, sharp, and de- 
cisive -as possible. Unless prompt 
action be taken to put down the re- 
bellion, the accomplishment of that 
necessary result may be delayed by | 
unfavorable weather for. several 
months, involving loss of life to our 
troops by disease. 
Having suppressed 
and established = our. authority 
throughout the Philippine Archipel- 
ago, the real work of establishing a 
civil government in the islands will 
begin. Just what course this work 
will take in the beginning cannot be 
determined with ant degree of ac- 
curacy. Its end will surely be the 
supremacy of civil law, the full Sro- 
tection of personal and_ property 
rights, and the enjoyment, by the in- 
habitants ‘of the Philippines, of the 
fullest measure of political and per- 
sonal liberty that they can safely be 
The report of the commission ap- 
pointed by the President to examine 
into the conditions prevailing in the 
Philippines will be awaited with the 
keenest interest. That commission— 
consisting of Jacob G. Schurman, 
Admiral George Dewey, Maj.-Gen. EF. 
S. Otis, Charles Denby, and Dean C. 
Worcester—is now in Manila, and 


the work laid out for it. The future 
policy of our government in dealing 
__with the Philippine question will be 
shaped to a considerable extent by 
the recommendation of these com- 
missioners, who are in Manila as the 
personal agents and representatives 
of the President. Their recommenda- 
tions may not be followed out to the 
letter, but they will be’ very thor- 
oughly considered by the administra- 
tion in dealing with the delicate ques- 
tions presented. 

The President's instructions to his | 
commissioners, which are published | 


fn the press dispatches, are clear, | 
concise and unequivocal. If followed 
out—as they certainly will be—the 


ultimate result will be the establish- 
ment of a good government in the 
islands. For the thorough investiga- 
_tion-to be made by the commission. 
with a view to the conservation and 
protection of the rights of all. will 
furnish the President and the Amer- 
ican people with complete and accu- | 
rate knowledge as to the conditions | 
prevailing in the Philippines, and the 
measures which are necessary to 
meet those conditions. The final 
arbiter of these grave questions wil] 
be the American people. When the 
-American people understand this 
question in all its details, they will | 
know what course to pursue: and the | 
President will be guided by the ver- | 
dict of the people, which is, and must | 
be, under our system of government | 
the supreme law of the land.

THE JAPAN CURRENT. 
The belief or hope that this exces- 
sively. warm weather presages rain 
is general, but it is based upon noth- 
ing more definite than a realization 
of the pressing need of rain. All the 
indications contained in the records 
point to a dry season, and if the 
theory of the influence of the Japan 
current, or North Pacific drift, is 
well-founded, it may be regarded as 
a certainty thaf no more rainfall of 
any consequence is to be expected 
The Japan current is a stream of. 
warm water in the Pacific Ocean that | 
flows from the “tropics northerly 
along the coast of Asia, swings to the 
east across the Pacific,. and flows 
southerly aloitg the coast of North 
America. Normally, the water of 
this current is warmer than the at- 
mosphere. in winter, and the conse-. 
quent evaporation furnishes the, 
moisture that makes rain in Califor- 
nia. 


the Japan current departed from its | 


Philippines, |"normat eourse and flowed 400 miles 


further north, where it met the cold 
currents coming down from the 
Arctic through Bering’s Strait: and | 
lost. a few degrees of heat. When. 
the water that had flowed past the 
Aleutian Islands arrived off the Cal-. 
ifornia coast, its temperature was- 
lowered enough to check evaporation, 
andthe result--was—an almost_rain-_ 
less winter. 
From information brought by a 
ship captain from the North Pa- 
cific, it appears that. the Japan cur- 
rent was flowing near the Aleutian 


Islands last December, evidently | 
having maintained its northerly 
trend for ayear. It takes about | 


three months for the water of the. 
current to travel from the Aleutian | 
chain to this latitude, and therefore | 
that part of the current now flowing 


off this coast was cooled off last De- 


| cember and is not warm enough to 


produce rain now. 

Had the information brought by | 
ihe saileor_been accessible last De- | 
cember, the lack of rain during Jan-_ 
wary, February——and March could | 
have been predicted at that time. 
with reasonable certainty, supposing | 
the theory to be correct. 

The Japan current appears to have 
gone astray two years in succession 
but once before in the past twenty- 
two years, and that was in 1881-2, 
1882-3, when the rainfall in Los An- 
geles was slight. Why the current . 
leaves its usual track nobody knows, , 
but possibly the prevalence of severe | 
cold in the. north, by locking up in. 
ice the waters of the Arctic Ocean, | 
diminishes. the volume of the cure | 
rents flowing out through Bering Sea) 
and so reduces the resistance to the 
northward flow of the Japan current. 
However, that is but a theory and 
is by no means established by suffi- 
cient data. 

Observation and study of the con- 
ditions in the Arctic and of the be- 
havior of the Japan current seem to 
be highly ‘important to California, 
and should be undertaken as_ part 
of the work of the Weather Bureau.

THE SOUTH'S POSITION. 

There appears to be a misappre- 
hension in some quarters, whether

Suppose, to prove 
this, that the legislators from the 
extreme northern counties should re- 
solve never, under any circumstances, 
to vote for any other than a resi- 
dent of one of those eight counties:

MR. EWING, VETERAN MINER, PRE- 
|DICTS NEEDLES WILL GET IT. 


Colorado’s - Snow, Together With 
Railroad Blasting, Will Make 
Things Boom—The River Now 
Rising. 


Thomas Ewing, owner of the Home- 
stake and Sheep Trail imines, near 
Bullhead Cafion, in Arizona and Ne- 
vada, registered yesterday at the Van 
Nuys. wing, who has mined in Cali- 
fornia and neighborhood since the fif- 
ties, has watched the Colorado River 
pretty closely. “I have just been 
through Colorado, Névada and North- | 
ern California,” he said yesterday. 
“The snow is from ten to forty feet 
deep about Gunnison, Blue and Uncom- 
pahgre rivers, the headwaters of the 
Colorado. Only in ’67 and ’91, when 
the Salton Sea was formed, has the 
Snow been like this. Last year, when 
we had only eighteen inches of snow, 
the Colorado raised twenty feet. Now, 
if they have a warm spring, which is 
the usual following of a cold snap like 
this in Colorado, I predict that the 
Cologado will inundate Needles and all 
the"New River Valley country. The 
railroads about the headwaters have 
been blasting out tons and tons of 
earth in order to save the tracks from 
washouts. They are doing that now 
and are thus Opening the mouths of 
the Colorado’s tributaries so that the 
water will flow with a tremendous 
rush. The Colorado is rising a few 
inches at a time now, according to 
miners’ reports, but these are tem- 
porary rises, I think, and the river falls 
right back ‘again as s9on as a slight 
cold snap comes. It will rise slowly 
the latter part of this. month; then in 
April it will gosupn more rapidly, in- 
creasing in May until along about the 
Ist of June, when boom will come. 

‘Now, of course, this is not certain, 
but as I say, I have mule-teamed and 
mined the Colorado country since ’62; 
and I understand it pretty thoroughly. 
I have known some years when we 
have had snows nearly as heavy as 


| this followed by gradual and intermit- | 


tent cold and warm weather, which 
melted the snows gradually, and they 
ran off into the sea, making no great 
overflow. Such may be the case this 
year. But the Colorado River is the 
only large one in the West that flows 
into the sea on the south.

A BRILIAANT SUCCESS. 

« A Regular Council Meeting Held 

This Evening—Report on City 

Finances—The Marshal’s Annual 

Statement — Withdrawal of a 

Liquor Case, 


PASADENA, March 7.—[Regular Corre- 


spondence.] The annual banquet of the Pas-. 


adena Board of Trade held at Hotel Green 
‘this evening met the expectations of every- 
 pody, proving to be all that was desirable, 
sonsidered gastronomically, intellectually 
and socially. The arrangements were per- 
fect throughout, the credit for which is 
largely due to Secretary Boynton. At 6:30 
»’clock 120 members of the board sat down 
to tables tastefully decorated with carna- 
tions and smilax. 
as toastmaster. Prot. W. A. Edwards, pres- 
ident of the Board of Trade, sat on his left, 
Principal Bragdon on his right, while the 
speakers and guests of the evening were 
placed on either side. Among the latter was 
ax-Governor Alva Adams of Colorado, ac- 
companied by his father, John Adams, whom 
he is visiting here. The officers of the 
board take special pride in the fact that 
forty-seven members have been added to 


~~~the roll within the past two weeks, bringing 


‘he total membership up to the highest point 
ever reached in its history—148. he ban- 
quet may be considered a noteworthy com- 
memoration of this unexampled prosperity. 
The guests represented the business com- 
munity in nearly every 
rofessions, commerce, manufacturing, etc. 
burlog the évening social converse was en- 
livened by excellent music by an orchestra 
of violins, mandolins and flutes. | 

The speeches following the coffee were of 
an exceptionally interesting character. Pres- 
ident Edwards opened the speaking by in- 
troducing the toastmaster in a few felicitous 
remarks, in the course of which he dwelt a 
moment upon the true function of a board of 
trade, stating that it includes all the duties 


that call for an expression of public opin- 
lon, Especially may a body like this, he 
said, give attention to all matters relating 
to the improvement of the city. He regarded 

lt as fortunate that the board has exem- 
~ plified 6f late the policy of expansion. ——- 
The first sentiment responded to was “Our 
glorious climate, and what we should mix 


with it,’’ by Dr. Norman Bridge. The doctor 


was in his happiest mood, and his speech 
reflected it. After doing the character of 
California’s climate justice per se, he noted 
a number of things mixed with it that 
vitally affect man’s enjoyment of it. Better 
housing has enhanced this enjoyment; bet- 
ter heating, better ventilation, and improved 
tonditions generally, especially for invalids, 
The erection of the new Hotel Green a 
signal illustration of these betterments. ‘The 
water supply of Pasadena: has also been 
greatly improved, notably in covering of 
reservoirs. Improvements in our roads, by 

* grading and sprinkling; improvements in 
our sewerage, etc., have also kept pace with 
the march of progress characteristic of the 
city. Another change for the better is the 
eradication of the false notion that our pure 

r is not healthful at night. Nothing could 
e further from the truth than that the 
night air is deleterious to the sick. In 
every important respect the night air is 
more healthful than that of the day -time. 
It is the proper accompaniment of good 
feeding. Another thing we are learning to 
fo better—a little better—namely, an abate- 
ment of that selfishness which shuts out the 
sick from our boarding-houses and homes. 
In this respect, said the doctor, we need 
to mix more hospitality with our climate. 

Ex-Gov. Adams respond to. the toast 
“Colorado.”’ Gov. Adams premised that he 
would have to subscribe to all that had been 
said in eulogy of California’s climate, al- 
though he was not insensible to the fact 
that this State needs some of the moisture 
that has been wafted over the mountains 
to Colorado. In all important respects he 


———was— glad to—add 


much in common beyond the love of gold 
characteristic of both their people. Col- 
srado and California have a like destiny, 
are bound by the same ties. The speaker 
was especially happy in his ecomiums of 
Pasadena, and of its enterprising Board of 
Trade. He regarded her citizens peculiarly 
fortunate, although water is scarce. Climate 

‘and tenderfeet always remain to them, as 
the Governor was reminded by the prayer of 
a California friend who petitioned for a 
plentiful crop of tourists, believing that the 
bread would be supplied by the Lord. This 
southland, the speaker added, must ever 
be the Mecca ofall who love what. is most 
perfect in climate and scenery. 

-C. D. Daggett spoke forcibly and eloquently 
to the sentiment, “Forward march and 
double quick the motto for Pasadsna.”’ Cli- 
mate, he said, has from the earliest times 
in the history of Pasadena, been the strong 
attraction that has built up the city. It 
led to the rapid growth of Soom times an 
gave the town its great impetus as a rvra 
colony. He could not say that this impetus 
is felt today in the broadening of the 
municipality, in the upbuilding of this com- 
munity as a city. We feel the need today 
of: many things--an enlarged charter, the 
municipal ownership of water, among them, 
This latter desideratum should be pushed 
through by this community, with the Board 
of trade as the moving power to this end. 
We need, too, better roads, better sewer- 
age, better schools and more cf them; a 
system of parks, and other improvements. 
In corclusion Mr. Daggett offered the follow- 
ing resolutions, and moved their adoption: 

“Resolved. that the directors of tne P s- 
adena Board of Tradeare requested to take 
up the following matters during the coming 
year, and use their best efforts to carry them 
through; first. to expedite in every way 
possible the securing of municipal owner- 
ship of water, with an_ increased: supply 
ample for the future needs of the city: sec- 
ond, to formulate a new charter for the city 
sultable to its needs; third, to extend the 
sewerage system of the city; fourth, to im- 
prove the condition of the streets inside and 
outside of the city; fifth, to propose a 
scheme for public. parks.”’ 

_ The resolutions pledge 150 of Pasadena’s 
leading citizens to a definite course of ac- 
tion on the subjects named. 

President Edwards put the resolutions to 
vote, and they were unanimously carried. 
The next toast, ‘‘Our educational institu- 
tions, what they have done and what they 
may do for Pasadena,’’ was responded to 
by H. W. Wadsworth, in an address of 
much practical interest. He put the toast 
in the form, ‘“‘What is Pasadena going to do 
for her schools?’’ and spoke, first, of the 
work of our common schools. He feared the 
public schools, although most excellent, are 
undertaking rather too much for the good 
of our children.

FRANCHISE FOR LIGHTING SANTA 
ANA ASKED FOR. 


Railroads Complained of for Violat. 
ing City Ordinances—Santa Ana 
Notes and Brevities, 


SANTA ANA, March 7. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.} The surprise of the evening at 
the meeting of the City Board of Trustees 
Monday evening was the reading of an ordi- 
nance by the Clerk from a company repre- 
sented at the meeting by Belmont Perry of 
this city and B. H. Dyer of Los Angeles, ask- 
ing for a franchise in this city to establish 
and operate an electric-lighting system and 
to furnish motor power from the same elec- 
tric system. The application for the fran- 
chise was made in the form of an ordinance 
already prepared, providing for the granting 
of the franchise, but as it was not drawn in 
conformity with the State law, it was re- 
ferred to the City Attorney for investigation, 
to ote t the meeting of the board. The 
name the company that. is.to operate the. 
franchise,“if granted, is not yet made public, 
although it is known that the power is to 
come from the San Gabriel Electric Company, 
and that it is the intention of the company 
applying for the franchise here to secure 
franchises, if possible, througn all the prin- 
cipal towns between Santa Ana and San Ga- 
briel, with a view of supplying the same with 
light and power. 

Among other important business transacted 
by the board during the session was the 
opening of bids for furnishing a new boiler 
for the city waterworks. The bid of $1125 
from Frank H. Howe of Los Angeles was ac- 
cepted. The bid of the Baker Iron Works of 
Los Angeles for $1100 was thrown out on ac- 
count of not being made according to specifi- 
cations. There were seven other bids from 
San Francisco and Sacramento, ranging in 
price from $1134 to 


to $1800. 
A complaint was lodged by the board of] 


directors of the Chamber of Commerce 
against the Southern Pacific and Santa Fé 
Railroads for continuing to make flying 
switches across East Fourth-street, in viola- 
tian. of the city ordinance.

The Clerk was instructed to notify the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company that if 
the water tank at the old Southern Pacific 
depot is not immediately repaired, the com- 
pany will be charged up with the water that 
t being daily wasted. 

The board decided to hereafter arrest any 
person found using private water hose while 
the fire department is in attendance upon a 
fire, and to fine them not to exceed $25. Th 
time for sprinkling lawns: was also decreased 
to one hour per day, from 5 to 6 o’clock p.m.

Slow Lumber Trade, but Situation 
ins Generally Encouraging. 

SAN PEDRO, March 7. — [Regular Cofre- 
spondence.}] The last of the vessels in the 
harbor finished discharging Saturday, and 
since that time there has been no lumber 
coming onto any of the docks. There is only 
a small number of vessels on the way to this 
port with lumber, and the outlook is not 
favorable for much of that kind of business 
for several months to come unless there 
should be a copious rain, in which case the 
cargoes would soon be coming here in con- 
siderable numbers. 

But although the regular lumber trade, by 
force of circumstances, is not as brisk as the 
people here would like to see it, the local sit- 
uation is considered as by no means dis- 
couraging. There are about forty-five men 
employed’ on the barge-building in connection 
with the breakwater work. Within a few 
weeks it is expected that the quarrying and 
transportation of the rock will have begun. 
The barge-building will last for a long time, 
and that with the other work will be pretty 
sure to keep busy nearly all of the men here 
who are now idle.

The waters of different creeks in the 
Yucaipe district will be collected at their 
lowest point, in a manner to secure both the 
surface water and the underflow. The water 
will be used for irrigation and domestic pur- 
poses through a system already built in 
Lower Crafton, East Redlands, Redlands and 
Smiley Heights. The amount of available 
water at the lowest point under measurement 
is 154 inches, but it is expected that at least 
double that amount can be developed. 

COUNTY ASSESSMENT. |

SALOON MEN UNITE. 


MASS MEETING HELD BY THEM AT 
TURNER HALL 


Determined to Stand by Their Pe- 
tition to the City Council—Will 

| Assist in the Enforcement. of 
the Laws. 


Although the saloon-keepers of the 
city are carefully avoiding any action 
Which would place them in the attitude 
of being antagonistic to any other ciass 
of business in their efforts to secure a 
radical change in the present system 


of liquor licenses, they have formed a_ 


Strong organization, the avowed pur- 
pose of which is to advance their own 
interests along the line indicated in 
their recent petition to the City Coun- 
cil without reference to outside sugges- 
tions. A mass meeting of the saloon 


j-men was held yesterday afternoon at 


Turner Hall, The meeting was at- 
tended by more than one hundred re- 
tail liquor dealers, and lasted from 2 
until nearly 5 o'clock. Thomas J. Dar- 
mody presided, and Rol King acted as 
Secretary. The first part of the meet- 
ing consisted of an open discussion of 
the difficulties which the saloon men 
believe beset their businesss. When it 
came to considering a remedy for these 


ing an executive one, and all persons 
not members of the organization, or 
who did not intend to join were asked 
to retire. 


the saloon business and license ques- 
tion. As to the details of the manner 


much difference of opinion, and almost 
every one there had some suggestions 
to offer. At the outset it was stated 
that the purpose of the organization 
was not to be considered antagonistic 
to any interest, and the necessity that 
this be generally known was pointed 
out. The Mayor’s suggestions to the 
Council on the saloon question were 
read and considered by paragraph. 
Some of the members expressed’ the 
opinion that it would be better for the 
organization to approve a part of the 
Mayor's plan, but the majority thought 
since thé saloon men as a e¢lass have 
asked the Council what they want, any 
change in their request would weaken 
their cause. It was finally decided to 
adhere strictly to their original request 
for a repeal of the midnight or Sunday- 
closing laws, or both, and the other 
requests made in the petition now be- 
fore the Finance Committee of the 
Council. 

The fact that some of the 4aloon men 
had openly violated the law, after hav- 
ing signed a petition in which they 
had promised to assist in its enforce- 
ment, was mentioned, and a motion 
was adopted, declaring that members 
of the organization individually, and as 
an organization would stand by the 
law, and would assist in the enforce- 
ment, whatever the law may be. 

As to the proposed increase in the 
evity license fee, the members almost 
to a were opposed to any such 
plan. It was stated that if any addi- 
tional charge for license were made, it 
should be to those who were permitted 
to keep their places of business open 
all night, but not those who did busi- 
ness on Sunday, if the Sunday-closing 
law were repealed. 

A resolution was adopted favoring 
the celebration of the beginning of work 
on the San Pedro Harbor, and the as- 
sociation pledged itself to assist that 
enterprise.
